WARHPiO ; All itserv sbottUi read tlila latroductloa la. cMrder to 
aaderatAiid the liatiaga, and thor ny avoid possible serious mla* 
uadaratMMltaga and nalalsderpiretatleaa. Although these tlatii^a 
are baaed oa lafermatlea £tom pahUc aeurces, the method of ha*^dll ag 
the data la the machlae coUatida program is classified, aad the 
llatiaga, the ladexea, the iapat forms, aad kaowledge of the exlateaee 
of the program aoust be restricted to those persons having a clear need 
to know them. The llatings ti^erefore are accountable, subject to 
recall If repaired. 

1 . These listings should be regarded as an interim pid>Ucatioa 
which will be svqperseded at imervals, as additional material is 
entered into the program. New editions will be cumulative, and the 
superseded editions shouM be destroyed. The present set of 
volumes contains possibly one^Uilrd of the material which ttlticaately 
will be entered. 

2. These listings are intended to serve Western couater- 
iatelllgeace and security elements as a central special index to overt 
materials. It Is not feasible to include all information from every 



»oare«» bu^ all k«y elemeafca of data are betag abstracted. If 
the user requires niore aarratlyi infer ixiatioa, aoiirce docaiaeata 
are cited in each animsary* 

3. Incloeioa of a aanee la this liatiag dees not od itself Identify 
the person as serving the interests of the RIS. The listing should 

be viewed as a eellectioa oi aaaaes of people who have been associated 
la one way or another with RIS activities or R18 personnel. Thus 
the names of legal residents* illegals* agents* eut'-tnds* unwitting 
sources* targets* suspects* etc. * are all included* and the reasons 
for iaclusioa should appear in each personality summary. No 
attempt has been made to validate the information by comparison 
with other sources. Thus conflietiag statements nuty appear in the 
listing* each item associated however with a particular source. 

4. In inntances in which InCormation in these listings is doubt- 
ful* a question mark has been enterwl immediately after the item. 
Tbue an eidry lnD-1 citiaenship might be 1181^? This indicates that 
Soviet citiaenship is an assumption rather than a fact. In the cnee 
of dates* this element of doubt Is expressed by GA. Thus an entry 
In M-l inclusive years of information in lines E through N might 
read GA 49*65. This means that either date or both dates may be in 
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doubt. 
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5. in ordnr to nne thnno linttogo* the reclptealii imuit ronllne 
tiMit tiM pornoafttity nunBogrton Mre in numerical sequence, using 
»n»ttmry iwmbara naatgiuid to «me% {wreoa when laiormation on U«it 
poramk llrit oati»r«d. The lUrMlrnry mimbey to alwnya the Ifarot 
item in <»ch perionnlity au«imMry» and is ^seeded hy the letter A. 

(In other words* the nrhitrary aumher is in field A-1). Accompanying 
each Hating howerwr la an a(|ihahetieal Index which pr oridea the aamea, 
dates of birth where known* and the arbitrary nombera* so that it is 
possible to look up a name in the index* and then turn to the appropriate 
arbitrary namber in the listing itself. 

6. The type of name is Identified by a letter appeauring at the end 
of the name line. The letter T stands for true name , which is the 
name currently being used by s^ject. etande for maiden name , 
and y for a variiUtt name . The letter A Indicate e that the name is 
another name (i. e., other than the current true name, maiden name, 
or variant) used by a«d>jeet. If the exiatence of a person is known, 
but the name is not, LNIf is entered (laet name uidtnown) . 

7. The Information is formatted in the Ustinge in much the 
same fashion as on the input form, a copy of which is attached to the 
inside of the cover of each listing. The format consists of a number 
of lettered lines, with each line divided into four columns. By using 
liae>letter and column- number, It is possible to identify any bloc on

10. Countries are entered in ftelds C-2, D-l, M-1, and P-1 
using standard abbreviations. In most cases these abbreviattoas 
are self-evident, but some are not. A listing of these abbreviations 
is therefore attached to each listing* 

11. In general, users have found this type of listing &iirly easy 
to understand after a few minutes study. If this does not prove to be 
the case, more detailed instructions can be furnished, questions can 
be answered, and in appropriate cases, briefings can be arranged.
